By the steamship Arzel which arrived here yes- 
terday, we have dates trom New-Orleans to the 
30th. The news is not of special interest. 


Another serious accident occurred on the Erie 
Railroad yesterday morning at 94 o’clock. The 
Butfalo and Dunkirk passenger Express, due here 
at 12:45, ran off the track at Callicoon, 136 miles 
hence, in consequence of a misplaced switch. 
The engine, baggage-car and three passenger-cars 
went over an embankment thirty feet high. The 
Cars were filled with passengers, two of whom 
were killed, and upward of thirty injured—a num- 
ber of them very seriously. Two of the erp loses 
of the road were also killed. The killed are: 
THomas G. CLARK, of this city, well known from 
his connection with the Post-office as Division 
Superintendent ; Witt1aM H. CREDDLE, private, 
One Hundred and Forty third Volunteers, of 
Ithaca, N. Y.; Horace BaraGER, fireman, and 
-ASTHUR Baak, of Port Jervis, N. Y., machinist 
in employ of the road. Ws. HULL, the engineer, 
‘was so seriously injured that he was not expected 


to eurvive. The engine and cars were completely 
wrecked, 


‘Trmorny Cronin, Esq., the candidate of the 
War Democrats for District-Attorney, in this city, 
declines the nomination, stating in his letter, as a 
reason why he declines the honor, that in this 
struggle for nationality, loyal men should not be 
divided at the polls, but should be all united upon 
one Union candidate for that office.

In obedience to the orders of the President, 
and by the assignment of Gen. Dix, commanding 
the Department of the East, Major-Gen. BUTLER 
has assumed command of the troops arriving and 
about to arrive in this State. He this morning 
issues an order, which will be found in another 
column, declaring that a sufficient number of 
troops have been detailed for Guty in this District 
to preserve the peace of the United States, to 
protect public property, and to punish incursions 
Taro pur borders; and that so far from being here 
Zo interfere with the free exercise of the duty of 
woting at the present election, the soldiers are 
“egpacially to see that there is no interference 
with the election, unless the civil authorities are
